The  Enfield  records  are  in  print  and  there  appears  an 
affidavit  from  Simsbury,  Conn,  made  by  “Thomas  Bancroft,  36 
years  of  age;  March  11,  1662“  in  which  is  mentioned  brother 
John  Griffin,  who  married  Ann  Bancroft,  May  13,  1647."

Nathaniel  Bancroft,  (Thomas,  John,)"son  of  Thomas  and 
Hannah"  was  "born  at  Enfield,  Conn,  (Freshwater  Brook,  Spring- 
Field,  Mass,  At  that  time)  Oct,  24,  1683. 

He  was  a  resident  of  Springfield  November,  1708,  and  in 
December  1714,  of  Spr.  with  wife  Ruth,  he  sold  3  parcels  of 
land  in  Enfield,  adjoining  land  of  Thomas  Bancroft,  to  Israel 
Phelps  of  Enfield, 

He  was  mentioned  in  his  fathers  will  in  1684  and  at  the 
settlement  of  the  estate  in  1703-4,  He  resided  at  West  Spring- 
field  chiefly,  where  the  births  of  part  of  his  children  are 
recorded.  His  will  is  recorded  at  Northampton,  Mass,  is  dated 
Dec.  3,  1752,  and  was  probated  January  20,  1753,  This  fixes 
his  death  as  between  these -two  dates.

"Samuel  Bancroft  (Nathaniel ,&Ruth,  Haile , )Thomas ,  John) 
wae  the  first  settler  of  Granville  Mass.  He  was  a  facetious, 
kind-hearted  and  industrious  man  slightly  below  the  medium 
height.  In  1735  he  built  his  first  rude  log  cabin  near  a 
small  rill  ni  the  northeast  school  district,  not  far  from  the 
first  schoolhouse.  The  cellar  is  still  (1892)  to  be  seen. 
Later  he  built  a  large  house  of  hewn  plank  as  a  refuge  for 
his  neighbors  in  case  of  Indian  invasions.  This  was  some  30 
rods  south  of  the  mansion  where  he  and  some  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  to  the  third  generation  lived  and  .died.  Mr.  Bancroft 
was  one  of  a  Board  of  Selectmen  in  Granville  and  in  1775  was 
chosen  representative  to  the  General  Court  assembled  at 
Watertown.  At  one  time  there  were  89  persons  bearing  his 
name,  inhabitants  of  East  Granville,  whose  characteristics 
were  industry,  intelligence  and  integrity. 

Samuel  Bancroft  went  to  bed  in  health  and  died  before 
morning  July  6,  1778.  He  married  December  16,  1736,  Sarah, 
daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  White  of  Hadley,  Mass.;  born 
December  30,  1718,  died  April  1,  1802.  His  will  dated  Dec¬ 
ember  9,  1782  names  wife,  Sarah,  four  daughters  and  six 
sons.  On  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  West  Springfield 
is:  "30  April,  1738  Samuel  Bancroft  baptized  a  man  grown."

Aftat  the  settlement  of  Worthington  by  the  Scioto  Land  Co., 
the  "'going  West"  movement  became  epidemic  about  Granville,  Mass. 

A  new  and  independent  company  was  organized  under  the  name  of 
"The  Licking  Land  Coi,"  with  double  the  number  of  names  of  heads 
of  families  on  its  list.  29,040  acres  of  "Government  Military 
Land"  was  purchased,  and  from  April,  1604,  to  November,  1605,  a 
continuous  procession  of  little  groups  of  pioneers  wended  their 
way  along  the  blazed  trail  through  the  forest  from  old  New  Eng¬ 
land  to  the  purchase  in  Ohio.  The  land  had  been  paid  for  and 
ttfe  individual  owners  hurried  to  get  their  allotment  and  have 
the  deeds  recorded.  Newark  was  not  then  the  county  seat,  so  the 
new  settlers  went  to  Lancaster,  where  a  person  could  act  as  agent 
for  any  number  of  others.  It  is  an  errand  of  this  kind  that  re¬ 
veals  the  identity  of  the  first  person  in  Licking  County,  Ohio, 
by  the  name  of  Bancroft.  Upon  the  records  of  Newark,  Ohio,  isr 
"State  of  Ohio,  Fairfield,  Co.,  personally  appeared  before 
me  Ethan  Bancroft,  for  himself  and  agent  for  Horatio  Forbes.

(x)  ETHAN  Bancroft  (Lemuel5,  Samuel,4  Nathaniel,  3  Thomas, 2  John-) 
was  b.  Sept.  26,  1779,  and  reared  in  the  village  of  which  his 
grandfather  was  instrumental  in  founding,  i.e,  Granville,  Mass., 
he  m,  Lucy  Rose,  dau.  of  Levi  and  Ma,ry  foeming)  Rose,  and  emi crated 
to  Granville,  Ohio  in  the  fall  of  1805.  At  that  time  the  hills 
and  lowlands  of  Licking  County  were  clothed  with  the  native  forests 
and  the  pioneer's  time  was  occikpied  with  fatiguing  labor.  The  land 
had  to  be  oleared  for  a  cabin  and  the  domicile  erected  for  use  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  of  1805-6.  Early  the  next  spring  he  went  to  Lances— 
ter  to  have  the  deed  recorded,  and  a  month  later  their  firstborn 
a  eon,  was  buried.  It  was  the  first  child  to  be  buried  by  the  col— 
ony ,  and  for  fear  that  the  wolves  would  disturb  the  little  grave 
logs  were  laid  upon  it.  In  1808  Ethan  Bancroft  was  Supervisor  of 
Highways  and  a  petit  juror.  In  1812  he  enlisted  in  the  volunteer 
company  of  Granville,  0.,a.nd  was  surrendered  by  Gen.  Hull.  Boon 
after  returning  to  Granville,  0.,  a  vicious  colt  which  he  was 
breaking  kicked  him  and  he  died  from  the  effects,  May  9,  1814, 
leaving  the  wile  with  four  small  children.  This  date  of  his  death 
dilfers  somewhat  from  other  publications,  but  id  copied  from  the 
tombstone  in  the  Old  Cemetery  at  Granville,  0.,  and  the  Pres.  Ch.  Re 
In  appearance  Ethan  Bancroft  was  a  tall,  quiet,  dignified 
man  of  dark  complexion.  The  farm  land  he  selected,  a.nd  upon  which 
members  of  his  family  resided  until  about  1870,  i6  on  the  north  side 
of  "cent erville  Road"  one  mile  east  of  Granville  and  is  now  Pine

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GLEANINGS  FROM  BUSHNELL* S  history  OF  GR, NVILLE,  OHIO 

xx  Wild  Turkeys:  Old  Mr.  Hoover  had  the  name  of  killing 
the  largest  in  the  colony.  When  dressed,  it  weighed  thirty- 
eight  pounds.  Mr.  EthanBancrof t  shot  several  that  weighed 
thirty-six  pounds. 

Ethan  Bancroft  was  especially  fortunate  in  a  wife.  The 
Rose  Genealogy  is  Illuminated  with  characters  of  exceptional 
energy  and  moral  stability.  They  were  pra  tical,  clear¬ 
headed  and  thrifty,  little  given  to  foolish  sentiment.  When 
the  war  of  1812  threatened  the  security  of  the  now  home-land, 
the  cares  of  a  farm  and  three  small  children  did  not  out-weigh 
the  aei  se  of  duty  with  thisyoung  woman,  nor  did  the  wilder¬ 
ness  of  trees  full  of wild  animals. 

One  instance  of  her  nerve  in  a  most  trying  circumstance 
is  as  follow.;;  Lucy,  the  baby,  was  plowing  on  the  back  "stoop” 
while  the  mother  was  busy  within  the  room  adjoining  when  a 
wild  oo?ir  ran  out  of  the  woods  and  attacked  the  child.  Its 
screams  attracted  the  mother  who  saw  the  animal  start  toward 
the  timber  dragging  the  little  one.  She  hurried/t,o  the 
wood  pile  for  the  ax  and  started  in  pursuit,  overtaking  the 
brute  at  thefed,  e  of  the  clearing.  It  dropped  the  child  to 
snarl  at  her  when  she  split  the  animal's  head  with  one  blow 
of  the  ax,  picking  up  t  c  bleeding  baby  and  returned  to  the 
cabin. 

(t)  "Mr.  Ethan  Bancroft  died  May  9,  1814,  from  the  kick  of  a 
horse.  He  was  coming  in  from  the  field  where  he  hud  been  fur¬ 
rowing  for  corn  with  a  horse  he  had  just  bought.  His  little 
boy  had  been  twice  thrown  from  the  horse  during  the  fore¬ 
noon,  and  calling  his  hired  man,  he  had  him  hold  the  plow 
while  he  rode.  Going  to  the  stable  to  feed  at  noon,  ho  was 
riding  past  where  the  horse  had  been  in  pasture  when  the 
creature  reared  almost  straight  up.  Mr.  Bancroft  was  sliding 
off  his  back  when  he  sprang  to  the  left  and  away  as  far  as  he 
could,  falling  on  his  hands  and  knees.  The  horse  quickly  turned 
and  gave  him  a  kick  in  the  face,  covering  the  right  eye,  cutting 
the  cheek,  nose  and  brow,  tearing  the  eye  arid  injuring  the 
skull.  This  was  on  Friday;  he  lived  till  Sunday  night,  eleven 
o'clock.  On  Sunday  afternoon,  he  was  sitting  up  conversing 
wi thills  neighbors.  In  the  evening,  he  was  taken  much  worse 
and  ‘sank  rapidly.  He  was  thirty-four  years  of  age."

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Lyman  Munson  Bancroft,  Ethan,  Lemiel,  Samuel,  Nathaniel, 
Thomas,  John,  the  s^g^ond  child  of  Ethan  and  Lucy  Bancroft, 
was  born  on  the  farm  situated  on  the  north  side  of  Centerville 
road  about  one  mile  East  of  Granville,  Jan  4,  1809.  The  boy 
Lyman  was  sent  to  the  nearby  schools,  assisted  with  labors 
on  the  farm  and  grew  to  be  a  man  of  phenominal  physical 
strength.  His  complexion  was  dark,  the  eyes  brown  and  the 
hair  inclined  to  curl.  A  half“3ister  said,  "he  was  a  man  of 
few  words  but  spoke  with  firmness;  he  never  haggled  nor 
parleyed  a  question.  A  daughter  said,  "Our  play  and  the 
boys  *  pranks  did  not  irritate  him  and  was  interrupted  only 
when  it  was  time  for  seriousness 

In  speaking  of  the  home  in  St.  Albans  Township,  Mrs.  Bancroft 
said  I  always  hated  the  place.  It  was  out  there  In  the 
beech  woods  near  "Elic" •  The  coons  ran  over  the  roof  at 
night  and  the  wolves  howled  so  I  could  not  sleep.  Lyman 
often  shot  wild  turkey  and  it  was  good  eating.  Pigeons  were 
plentiful  too.  After  living  there  some  time  I  persuaded 
Lyman  to  sell  It  and  we  went  over  into  Jersey  Township  where 
there  was  more  beech  woods.  When  I  came  to  town  it  was  on 
horse  back  and  of  course  carrying  a  baby  fixed  to  the  pummel 
of  the  saddle  or  some  times  carried  on  one  arm.  This  place 
wAs  sold  to  a  man  named  Spencer,  I  think,  and  we  went  back" 
nearer  Alexandria," 

Mr.  Bancroft  was  a  member  of  the  Granville  "49rs".  The 
arrangement  was  that  each  member  furnish  a  certain  amount  of 
cash  and  contribute  so  much  labor  enroute.  Very  much  against 
the  advice  of  his  brother  he  started.  Levi  Edwin  Bancroft 
accompanied  him  several  miles  endeavoring  to  dissuade  him. 

But  his  finances  were  in  such  a  state  that  the  "gold  fields 
of  California  lured  him  on.  The  ox-teams ,  wagons  loaded 
with  camp  outfits  had  been  placed  on  canal  boats  bound  for 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  With  every  detail  finished  the  men  walked 
out  of  Granville  over  the  Lancaster  Road  toward  Union  Station. 
In  the  yard  of  the  home  on  Maple  St.,  stood  the  family  of 
this  Bancroft  watching  the  procession.  On  top  of  the  hill  he 
turned  and  waved  to  them  and  passed  from  their  sight  forever. 

At  regular  intervals  word  was  received  from  Mr.  Bancroft,  but 
the  last  message  came  from  Florence,  Kansas. 

Letters  were  sent  the  family  learned  later,  but  none  arrived. 
Upon  the  return  of  Christopher  Stark  and  Roderick  Jones, 
members  ot  Mr.  Bancroft’s  ’Mess",  it  was  learned  that Bancroft 
did  more  than  his  share  of  work  crossing  the  plains  gave 

another  sick  comrade  his  pure  water  supply .  t".  Before  arriving 
at  Sacremento  he  was  not  well  ,  but  would  not  complain.  11/hen 
the  fields  were  reached  and  camp  set  Bancroft  was  sick  from 
using  the  alkali  water. 


,  After  all  hopes  of  his  return  had  been  abandoned  by  the  wife 
a  memorial  funeral  service  was  given  in  the  Granville  Ohio 
Methodist  Church,  1651.  Rev,  Samuel  M.  Bright  officiated.  The 
wife  was  grieved  at  the  non-appearance  of  Levi  Edwin.  Upon 
inquiry ,  for  the  reason  he  said,  "Emeline,  I  nor  my  family  are 
given  to  attending  funerals  for  living  persons."  Later  this 
brother  was  convinced.
